Some of the repairs, especially for tle 
swing bridge, are of such a natare that it is

We wish to impress upon you the fa:t that 
the outlay of money wil! add but ii:tle to the 
appearance of the bridge proper or approaches 
as you will notice by examining cur state- 
meut, that we recommend the principal sum 
to be expended in providing a proper crib ice 
breaker ahead of the turn tab'e pe which 
will cost about $2,500. 

We further recommen‘i swall ice breakers 
of piles sheeted with oak planks immediate'y 
in front of the two end bents cn which the 
swing rests, also similar ice breakers ahead of 
the bents that support the 40gfoot span that 
crosses an arm of the river south of the main 
stream.
